What Alternative to Our China Policy? 


WASHINGTON—President Truman stirred up another furor among his foreign policy. critics by 
announcing we will refuse to give military aid or advice to the Chinese Nationalists in their fight to 
save the island of Formosa from the Communists. How the critics can justify their attacks is difficult 
to see, save only that they are setting themselves up as opponents of the Administration merely for 
the sake of opposition. Some people, strangely enough, are built that way. They seem to take it as 
a set rule of conduct to oppose anything the opposition party does, regardless of merit or consequences. 


The President’s declared position with r 

to China and the Formosa question is based upon 
the utmost realism. sympathies are entirely 
with the Chinese Nationalist Government, which 
is being chased out of China by the new Com- 
munist regime. We hold no brief for the Com- 
munists. All of our efforts since the war have 
been directed to upholding the Nationalists. To 
that end we have sunk some $2,000,000,000 in 
China, which turns out to be one of the greatest 
rathole operations in history. 


Our efforts have been to no avail. Due 
largely te the corruption and decadence that 
have permeated the structure of the Nation- 
alist Government, a condition we sought 
vainly to correct, the Chinese people lost con- 
fidence in their leaders and turned te the 
Communists as something that could not be 
any worse. 


In this connection, a point to remember also 
is that China, because of the low standard of liv- 
ing of its people, has been a fertile ground for 
Communism for years—equally so with Russia 
under the old Czarist regime. 

But whatever the cause, the Communists have 
now taken over practically the whole of China, 
forcing the Nationalist Government to take refuge 
on the island of Formosa, 100 miles off the Chi- 
nese mainland. Opponents of the Administra- 
tion’s hey policy would have us move our 
naval and military forces to Formosa to protect 
the island as a last foothold of the Nationalists.

‘Can the U. 5. Save Asia? 


WASHINGTON—The period of American paralysis in Asia 
seems to be drawing to a close? judging by advance reports of the 
policy that Secretary of State Dean G. Acheson is to expound to 
the Senate Foreign Relations Committee. Whether this is really 
so is the practical test of the Administration’s decision to leave 
Formosa to its fate. . 

Formosa is, of course, immensely valuable, more because its’ 
surplus products can help feed Japan, than because it has great 
strategic importance. By every possible test, however, whether 
economic or strategic or political, Formosa is infinitely less valuable 
than the populous, incalculably wealthy Southeast Asiatic penin- 
sula. The practical objection to the MacArthur-Louis Johnson pol- 
icy for Formosa has been, simply, that it! would impede and per- 
haps hamstring any attempt to hold Southeast Asia against the 
Communist advance from China. 

iJ 
Reasons This ig so, for three reasons. First, a Formosan ad- 
venture would arouse suspicions of American imperial- 
ism ell over Asia. But the first principle of the new American 
policy in Asia must be,.and is, to ally ourselves with and support 
the new nationalism which is the strongest Asiatic force today. 

Second, a Formosan adventure would also hopelessly divide 
our Asiatic policy from the policies of the other Western powers 
with Asiatic interests, and particularly from the policy of the Brit- 
ish. Yet the second principle of our new Asiatic policy must be, 
and is, to secure the friendly ‘co-operation of these former colonial 
powers, and particularly of the British, in the great task of putting 
the emerging new nations of Asia firmly on their feet. 

Third, a Formosan adventure would surely alienate the leaders 
of the Asiatic nations which are already independent, such as Pandit 
Nehru in India and Pres. Soekarno and Premier Mohammed Hatta 
in Indonesia. Yet the third principle of our new Asiatic policy 
mifist be, and is, to induce Nehru and the others like him to take 
the lead in the effort to save Asia, which we, as’ Westerners, can 
only aid and back up. 


Polic Simply by stating the objections to a Formosan adven- 
Y ture, the main themes of the new Asiatic policy have 
also been stated. There are, of course, various trimmings, of great- 
er or lesser importance. Opening up active trade between~South- 


east Asia, with its great surplus of agricultural products, and un- 


derfed, highly industrialized Japan, is one piece of trimming of the 
utmost importance to this country. Other, quite obvious, trim: 
mings are ECA aid and some military aid for the new Asiatic na- 
tions. The whole adds up to the outline of an intelligent policy 
to halt Communism’s Asiatic advance. 


Although it is still vitally important to know why we went 


wrong in China, there could be no greater error than to judge the 
new Asiatic policy by our old China pir There is really only 
one danger from the past. 

The mark of our postwar China policy was an extreme reluc- 
tance to engage the United States in the way that we engaged our- 
selves in Greece, for example. Yet the new Asiatic policy will be 
doomed to rapid failure unless this country now engages itself very 
boldly, politically and strategically as well as economically. 

This is so for the simplest possible reason. 
China are the keys to Southeast Asia. If Burma and Indo-China go 
the way of Chima, a chain reaction will have started, which will 
first consume Siam, Malaya and Indonesia, and then attack India, 
the Philippines and Papan. Yet Burma and Indo-China are both 
in imminent peril from strong, well-armed Communist movements. 
Talking about trade between Japan and Southeast Asia before 
Burma and Indo-China have been made safe as like planning the 
garden while the house is burning down. 


| Risk _ Since the situation is so critical, n no serious effort to save 
Asia, co-ordinating as it must economic and military as 
political influence and Secret Service activity, can. possibly be 
carried on from Washington on a committee system. Yet the Far 
Eastern Division of the State Department has steadfastly opposed 
all projects for a flexible special organization to save Asia. 
Equally, saving Asia will require ‘taking: considerable political 
risks, and ‘spending a good deal more money than the dribs bs and 
drabs now available. Yet the first requirement is contrary to 
all the present inclinations of the State Department, and the second 


cuts across the Truman line of holding down all foreign policy ° 


outlays. In short,’the Asiatic policy that looks so good in. outline 
may prove to be inadequate in practice. We must be ready to put 
up the cash, get into the mess, and even get our hands dirty. If 
the Senators cannot satisfy themselves on this point, they will ieapes

For years my conception of a 


true gourmet has been closely 
associated with Welsh rabbit. It 


has always seemed that if a per- 
son liked Welsh rabbit,’ pro- 
nounced correctly, and ate it for 
a late supper then he really was 
“a food-wise guy.” — 


Even Webster’s Dictionary 
agrees with the home econom- 
ics pronunciation at long last 
and says there is only one way 
to say it. We quote “Welsh rab- 
bit erroneously Welsh rarebit.” 

Traditionally Welsh rabbit is 
made with beer or ale. That’s 
the epicurean way but it can 
be made without this ingredi- 
ent. Following are my two fa- 
vorite recipes so take your 
choice. 


WELSH RABBIT 


(With Beer) 
1 tablespoon butter 
1 pound grated American cheese (4 


% cup beer 
Dash cayenne pepper 
1 tablespoon dry mustard
